The inventions can be shown to 
be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced 
with another materially different product or (2) the product as 
claimed can be used in a materially different process of using 
that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the 
product is shown to be distinct as it can be utilized in either 
distinct process of Group II or Group III. Additionally, it may 
be used in the application of a single component coating.

Inventions of Group II and Group III are unrelated. 
Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects 
(MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions have different modes of operation. 
Specifically, one group is directed to sequential application of 
liquids to inner surfaces while the other group is directed to 
mixing component liquids and subsequently coating an inner 
surface with a single step. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of 
their recognized divergent subject matter, and because the 
searches required for these distinct groups are not coextensive, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Anthony Matheny on 5/20/04 
to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
